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SUNSHINE. 


Read by C. W. Wood before Worcester 
{Mass.] Horticultural Soctety, 
March 8, 1907. 

(Coneluded from last issue.) 


We have thus far in our discourse 
confined ourselves largely to the finan- 
cial or material advantages of sunshine 
in its relations to man. I now invoke 
your attention to another important 
feature of the blessing and necessity 
of sunshine. If the solar rays, and 
among them the luminous rays, play so 
important part in the phenomena of 
vegetation that they are no less use- 
ful to animals, can we lose sight of the 
fact that every day teaches us what a 
great influence sunshine has upon the 
physical and moral nature of ‘the hu- 
man family? 

Sunshine regulates not only the size 
and -color of the plants and trees, it 


controls largely the staure, disposition . 


and color of the human race. I remem- 
ber once of hearing a negro, when 
spoken of as a ‘‘colored man,’’ reply, 
‘*T am not eolored; I was born so.’’ 
And while it was true that,he was born 
of black parents, it is also true his 
eolor, like that of all nations, primarily, 
is largely dominated by the rays of the 
sun. It is almost enough to compare 
those who pass a great portion of their 
lives in open air and sunshine, with 
those who live in obseure dwellings, in 
narrow streets and densely peopled 
cities, in dwellings which are badly 
lighted and are cold and damp, ill-ven- 
tilated and unhealthy from the mere 
fact that they are not vivified by the 
renovating, sanitary rays of the sun- 
shine. Compare again, if you will, the 
men born and reared in country homes, 
with their less fortunate neighbors 
brought up in crowded cities. Care- 
fully sean the list of the great financial 
kings of the present age. The great 
eaptains of industry, the great, great 
good men and women who are earrying 
the great burdens and unfolding the 
great truths and upholding the great 
moral and material interests of a great 
nation, and learn that a very large 
per cent. of them derived their energy, 
faith and resolutions from basking in 
the sunshine of their early country 
homes. Place side by side the robust, 
stalwart, sunny, rosy-cheeked and happy 
lass or lad of the village home with the 
sickly, pallid, melancholy girl or boy 
of the great metropolis, or even a manu- 


facturing town, and tell me what you 
say of sunshine? 

It is reported of a place in Belgium 
where live, with their families, some 
3,000 men; one-half of this number are 
field laborers and the other half miners, 
the field laborers are entirely depended 
upon to reeruit the army. A recent ex- 
amination revealed the fact that not 
one of the miners were sufficiently able- 
bodied. These conditions, then, sug- 
gest to us many growing evils, and 
among them the most absolute indiffer- 
ence of mankind relative to the laying 
out of streets, the construction, location 
and orientation of our buildings. I 
declare it without fear of contradic- 
tion one of the greatest dangers of the 
day. It is a menace to public health, 
to publie morals, to permanent pros- 
perity. The high buildings popularly 
dominated sky-secrapers, that are being 
erected in the great metropolitan cen- 
ters, are alike. monuments of man’s 
genius and man’s folly; nine-tenths of 
the lives spent therein are greatly 
shortened, the morals of many depre- 
ciated, and many, many others living 
adjacent thereto are injured in person 
and property by the deprivation or ob- 
struction of sunshine, so essential to 
their well-being. I hope to see the time 
when villages and cities will follow the 
example of the few places that have 
begun to consider the wisdom of con- 
trolling this matter. : 

In England, and some of our foreign 
countries, they recognize every man’s 
need and right to sunshine, and prop- 
erty-owners have an easement of light 
that another cannot deprive them of. 

An artist who has a studio in a low 
building near a silk factory recently 
secured of the court an injunction re- 
straining the manufacturers from put- 
ting an additional story upon his mill on 
the ground that it would obstruct his 
(the artist’s) sunlight. 

Men who have been accustomed to 
enjoy the rays of sunlight through the 
windows of their homes or factories are 
protected, but with us in America, how 
different. You take a vacation of four 
weeks, and upon your return you find 
the whole side of your house, office or 
store obstructed by a solid brick wall. 
Streets in our cities are often less than 
thirty feet wide, with buildings of a 
solid line each side from 60 to 100 feet 
high. If such a street is laid out east 
and west, one can imagine how much 
sunshine the residents upon such a 


re oer 
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street will obtain at any season of the 
year, and especially the winter months. 
If some provision of law could be enact- 
ed prohibiting the erection of a build- 
ing more than 60 feet high, or higher 
than the width of the adjacent high- 
way; that no building should be located 
nearer than eight feet of another, so 
that each building would have plenty 
of

fifteen feet of cellar, and in no case a 
sub-cellar, no street should be less than 
feet

ber of inmates in our hospitals and 
jails, largely inerease the longevity of 
the race and improve our mental and 
moral condition. 

Florence Nightingale, whose name is 
a synonym of sweetness, love and de- 
votion to the sick, in one of her works, 
after many years of service in hospi- 
tals, says: ‘‘Second only to fresh air, 
however, I should be inclined to rank 
light in importance for the sick—direct 
sunlight is necessary for speedy recov- 
ery, except, perhaps, in certain ophthal- 
mie and a small number of other cases). 
Instances could be given, almost end- 
less, where in dark wards or in wards 
with borrowed light, even when well 
ventilated, the sick could not by any 
means he made speedily to recover. 
Among kindred effects of light I may 
mention f erience as quite per- 
ceptible in unoting reeovery, their 
being able to see out of a window in- 
stead of looking against a dead wall, 
the bright color of flowers, their being 
able to read in bed by the light of a 
window close to the head of the bed. 
It is generally said the effect is upon 
the mind; perhaps so, but it is no less 
so upon the body on that account. Sir 
David Brewster writes: ‘‘In the years 
of cholera, when this frightful disease 
greatly decimated the population of the 
prineipal cities of the world, it was in- 
variably found that the deaths were 
more numerous in narrow streets and 
northern gxposures, where the salutary 
beams of the sunshine and actinism had 
seldom shed their beneficial infiuence. 
This resistless epidemie found an easy 
prey among the people whose physical 
organizations had not been matured 
under those benign influences of solar 
radiation which shed health and happi- 
ness over our fertile plains, our open 
valleys, and those mountain sides and 
elevated plateaus where man breathes 
in the brighter regions of the atmos- 
phere.’’ 

It is a well recognized fact, which 
eminent authorities have long  pro- 
claimed, that in every disease charac- 
terized by deficiency of vital force sun- 
shine is of the utmost importance. It 
acts, unless too intense or too long con-

Tf mothers knew the value of sunshine 
to the skin in children, especially to 
children of a serofulous tendeney, we 
should have plenty of glasshouse nur- 
series, where children eould run about 
in a proper temperature, free of much 
of that clothing which at present seals 
up the skin (that great supplementary 
lung) to sunlight and oxygen. ’’

AGRICULTURE IN THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 


The subject of agricultural edueation 
always opens the way to writers and 
speakers, political or otherwise, for sky- 
rocket rhetorie and the expression of 
beautiful and flattering sentimen Yet 
it would not take much of our space to 
tell all the practical suggestion that 
have yet been made about it. Even 
those who are interested in the subject, 
as edueators, seem to have but the vag- 
uest sort of idea how to proceed to in- 
troduce agriculture as a_ subject of 
study in the common sehools. In this 
respeet, it may be the agricultural edu- 
cator himself, in the first plaee, who 
needs edueating. 

Passing our distriet school house, as 
we do several times each day, clean and 
uttraetive in its new coat of paint, as it 
is just now, and surrounded by fine 
shade trees, and the whole premises ad- 
mirably fitted for a comfortable play- 
ground for children, we are reminded of 
some of the essential things that a ecoun- 
try school stands for. In the first place, 
it is to teach the country boy and girl 
the primary and common branches o 
learning that are needed as a founda- 
tion for his or her future edueation, so- 
called; vet only a foundation and noth- 
ing more—reading, writing, arithmetic, 
geography, and all the things that every 
child, whether in city or country, should 
know and upon which, if it has learned 
them well, it ean build up its own eduea- 
tion, and a perfeetly efficient one, even 
without attending a high sehool or eol- 
lege course, if that is not available, stm- 
ply by reading books and papers and at- 
tending meetings, ete. We can see no 
place in the average country school for 
instruetion in the details of agricultural 
practices, as a separate study. All oceu- 
pations and professions must be on an 
equal footing in the common sehool, tor 
the edueation of all is built up on the 
same foundation of those primary 
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studies. All teaching in the country 
school, however, may be made to con- 
form to the character of the surround- 
ings of a rural life and rural activities, 
and agricultural instruction be intro- 
duced incidentally by the carefal selec- 
tion of rural topics in the reading books, 
examples in arthimetic, in language, eve. 
No boy, when he leaves the common 
school at 14 or 16 years of age should 
have reason to complain that he has not 
had the chance to learn enough about 
the natural sciences that he will under. 
stand the nature of the common phen»o- 
mena in mechanies, electricity and chem- 
istry which he will meet in his daily 
life and occupation on the farm or in 
the shop thereafter, or to have a fair 
understanding of the meaning of the 
terms which he will hear from the lee- 
ture platform, or during the discussions, 
at the metings of progressive farmers 
and fruit growers, or people in other 
occupations. 

Usually we speak of agricultural 
education as a means of material pro- 
gress, or of acquiring financial success. 
We ean and do expeet much more from 
a wel-kept country school. Its outside 
influence is far-reaching. One of its mis- 
sions is to transform the yielding boy or 
girl material into men and women, to 
lift them way above the status of the 
animal which simply works for food and 
shelter, and to teach them the higher 
aims of life and an appreciation of and 
love for the wonderful advantages of 
country life. The new coat of paint on 
the school house, and the attractive 
grounds arownd it, are suggestive feat- 
ures. <All these things are subjeets for 
our readers to ponder over.—Practieal

CONSCRIPT OF 1813. 





A Continued Story. 
(Translated from the Freneh by the 
editor of the H.-F. World.) 


The colonel and the under-officers 
mounted their horses and we set out. 
The Cossacks had disappeared. We 
went with arms slung upon our backs. 
Zebede marched near me, and related 
wt had passed since Lutzen: At toe 
‘he grand victories of Bautzen and 
Wurtschen; the foreed marches to re- 
join the retreating enemy; the joy they 
had upon entering Berlin. Finally the 
armistice, during which they were quar- 
tered in the suburbs; then the arrival 
of the Spanish veterans, terrible men, 
accustomed to pilage, who taught the 
youth how to live upon the peasants. 

Unfortunately, at the end of the ar 
mistice, everybody was against us; the 
people had come to regard us with hor- 
ror; they eut the bridges behind us, they 
informed the Prussians, the Russians, 
and others of our least movements, and 
every time that we met with a reverse, 


instead of aiding us they sought to in 


crease our discomfiture. The great rains 
had come as if to accomplish our total 
ruin. The day of the battle of Dresden, 
it fell so that the hat of the Emperor 
hung down upon his shoulders. But 
when a victory was reported, that made 
you laugh. One has occasion to change 
his tune, however; a total reverse comes 
when one is beaten, when one saves 
himself in the mud with huzzars, and 
dragoons and other people of this spe- 
cies at his heels, and when he discovers 
a light in the night at a distance, he 
knows not whether to advance or per- 
ish in the deluge. 

Zebede recounted these things to me 
in detail. He said that after the vie- 
tory of Dresden, General Vandammin, 
who was to eut off the retreat of the 
Austrians, on account of his extraor- 
dinary ardor had penetrated, on the side 
of Kulm, a species of cul-de-sack, and 
that those that we had beaten the night 
before had fallen upon him, to the right, 
to the left, behind and in front, and 
had taken him with several other gen- 
erals, and destroyed his army corps. 
Two days before, the 26th of August, a 
like thing had happened to our division, 
together with the 5th, 6th and 11th 
corps, upon the heights of Lowenberg. 
Our division broke through the Prus 
sians, but through a fault of Marshal 
Maedonald, the enemy surprised us in 
a ravine, with our eanon stuck in the 
mud, our eavalry in disorder and our 
infantry unable to fire on account of 
the beating rain; they had to defend 
themselves with the bayonette, the 3d 
batallion, under the charge of the Prus- 
sians, were driven to the bank of the 
Katzbach. There, Zebede received two 
blows upon the head from the but of a 
grenadier’s gun.

arm the body of Captain Arnold; both 
would have been lost, if by god fortune 
the captain, in the darkness of the night, 
had not caught the branch of a tree on 
the other bank of the stream. He cold 
me that all this night, in spite of the 
blood that flowed from his nose and 
ears, he marched, reaching the village 
of Goldberg, dying of fatigue, hunger, 
and loss of blood; that a carpenter had 
taken pity on him and had given him 
some food and drink. He related to me 
that the next morning the division fol- 
lowed some other corps, that marehed 
by squads, through fields without or- 
ders, because the generals, the marshals 
and all the other mounted officers had 
fled as far as possible for fear of being 
taken. He assured me that fifty huz 
zars could have captured them all, one 
after another, but that by good fortune, 
Blucher had not been able to cross the 
swollen stream, so that they were able 
to rally at Wolda, where the drums of 
each corps beat the march of their regt- 
ment at the four corners of the village.
